| was ftartled at this Propoſal, which I 
hought ſavored a little of Fraud—but he 
obſerved, that in a few Months I might be 
able to pay the Taylor his full Bill. I 
„„ eaffered myſelf to be perſuaded in this 
T bunia Scheme, which I actually put in PraQiice,' 
W hit and raiſed by it Five and Twenty Guineas, 
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paying him for his Advice with the odd 
Five Guineas; but as my ill Fortune 
would have it, a Player having bought 
One of the Suits, which were expoſed to 
Sale, appeared in it on the Stage one 
Night while my Taylor unfortunately hap- 
pened to be there: he knew 1t immedi- 
ately, and enquiring into the Affair, diſ- 
covered the whole Contrivance ; upon 
which he came to my Lodgings, and tel- 
ling me he was much ftraitened for want 
of Money, preſented his Bill, which was 
Fifty Pounds : ſurprized at this, I aſked 
if he doubted my Honor bade him come

Sagely lived. Here we left our Horſes I her! 
tied to a Tree, and went directly to her 
© | Houle; 
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Houſe ; I called at her Window, ſhe knew 
my Voice and immediately opened the 
Door, and manifeſted her Joy at ſeeing 
me by the 'I'cars ſhe let fall. I told her 
the Occaſion of my Journey was to ſee 
the Obje&t of my Love before I ſhould 
quit the Kingdom. I ſent Strap with the 
Horſes to the Inn from whente we ſet out, 
and wait for me 'till I came: after he was 
gone, Mrs. Sagely perſuaded me to take a 
little Refreſhment, and accommodated mie 
with a Bed, and left me to my Repoſe. 
Early in the Morning I aroſe and wrote 

a Letter to Narci/a, acquainting her with 
my being at Mrs. Sagely's, and entreated 
the Favor of her Company for Half an 
Hour. My gocd Friend ſaid ſhe would 
carry the Letter, and would uſe her In- 
tereſt with Narciſſa to get her to walk to 
her Houſe, I was on the Wreck of Im- 
E 6 " patience 
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patience on the Succeſs of Mrs. Sagely's 
Viſit; at laſt I perceived Three Women 
approaching, and as they drew nearer, I 
beheld my Charmer with the greateſt Joy 
imaginable: Melancholy was very eaſily 
to be obſerved in the Countenance of 
Narciſſa, blended with unſpeakable Sweet- 
neſs. The Moment ſhe entered the Houſe 
I approached her with pleaſing Senſations, 
and kneeling down, kiſſed her Hand: ſhe 
gently raiſed me up, ſaying ſhe was very 
happy to ſee me, whom ſhe called her 
Deliverer.

We took Horſe immediately and alighted 
next Morning at Deal, where I found my 
Uncle in great Concern on Account of 
my Abſence, becauſe he had received his 
Diſpatches, and muſt have failed with the 
firſt fair Wind, whether I had been on 
Board or not.

Among thoſe who were re- 
markably civil to us was one Don 4$nto;:70 
ae Ribera, a polite young Gentleman, 
who invited us one Day to his Country 
Houſe ; we accepted his Invitation, and 
ſet out for his Villa, where we had not 
been an Hour before he introduced an 


Ezgliſþ Gentleman to our Acquaintance. 


He was a tall genteel Man, of a fine 
Mien—and underſtanding that we were 
his Countrymen, he ſaluted us very com- 
plaiſantly, and fixing his Eyes upon me, 
uttered a deep Sigh, I had been ſtruck 
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with a prcfound Veneration for him the 
firſt Moment I ſaw him enter the Room, 
He aſked us in Engliſh from what Part 
of Great Britain we came. My Uncle 
replied from the River 7hames.—1I iſtened 
with great Attention at his Diſcourſe, 
and could not now-and-then forbear ſigh- 
ing, *till at laſt my Uncle, tapping me 
on the Shoulder, ſaid, Oons, are you 
aſleep, Rory?“ Before I had Time to 
reply, Don Roderigo, with uncommon 
Eagerneſs, pronounced, Pray, Captain, 
what is the young Gentleman's Name ?”? 
« His Name, replied my Uncle, is Roderick 
Random. ** Gracious Powers! cried the 
Stranger, ſtarting up; and his Mother's!“ 
« His Mother's, ſaid the Captain, ſur- 
prized, was called Charlotie Bowling.” 
« Bounteous Heavens /—my Son! my Son!

' wiſe Decrees.” Having thus expreſſed 
himſelf, he kneeled upon the Floor, lift- 
ing up his Eyes to Heaven in a ſilent 
extacy of Devotion. I put myſelf in the 
ſame Poſture; adered the all Good Diſpoſer 
in Prayer of mental Thankſgiving. My 
Uncle did not fail to diſcover the Good- 
neſs of his Heart, and the Joy he felt 
on the Occaſion ; and ſhaking my Father 
by the Hand, cried, Brother Random, 
I'm rejoiced to ſee you: Gop be praiſed 
for this happy Meeting.”

my Travels, who was ſo. kind as to re- 
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commend me to be Tutor to a young 
Spaniſh Nobleman, whoſe Father was ap- 
pointed Viceroy of Peru—to which Place 
I accompanied him. In Six or Seven. 
Years my Patron died, on which I ſold of 
my Effects and removed to this Country; 
the Governor of which is my Friend.“ 
My Father having thus given us a ſmall 
Sketch of his Life, retired to give ſome

Gop help us—are all our mad Pranks 
come to this—Gop proſper you—l find
